Another Sensation Prom ised in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , Mareh 21st.—The Stock 
Report says: It is reported.in political circles 
thii mornicg that another important arrest 
in connection-with the political fraud? is on 
the tapis. The polios headquarters denied 
all Iti owledge of anything of the kind ; so 
did Sir. Marshall, Assistant Attorney-Oen- 
eral, but Controller Dunfi admitted that im­ 
portant arrests were to be made. 
The re­ 
porter said he had been told that they would 
overshadow in importance the arrest of G ray; 
that the people, when they heard cf them, 
would forget all about Gray. 
Dunn said ho 
did not think they would, from a financial 
point of view. 
“ From a social or political standpoint?” 
suggested the reporter. 
“ Wei’,” said U r. Dunn, " th a t may be; 
but of_ course, as no arrests have yet been 
made, it would be manifestly improper for 
me to mention any names, and so give warn­ 
ing of our intentions. Iu Gray’s cose it wa3 
impossible to lay the foundation of a charge 
without exciting his suspicion, and so giving 
him warning; but in this case no warning 
need be given.” 
“ When will the arrest iake place?’’ asked 
the reporter. 
“ To-day or to-morrow,” replied Dunn. 
It is an indubitable feet that the papers 
have been made out, and that everything is 
ready for the arrest of a very prominent citi­ 
zen, and perhaps of several prominent citi­ 
zens, and that the police are aware of the fact 
and have the papers. 
D unn’s Sensation—Others Expected. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , March 21st.—Considera­ 
ble excitement was created in political circles 
this afternoon by the circulation of a rumor 
that Controller Dunn was about to procure 
the arrest cf certain State c ffieials in this city 
on various charges of malfeasance in office. 
It was stated that this time papers had been 
issued and placed in the hands of Chief 
Crowley and Captain Lees, with orders to 
arrest the official before opportunity had been 
given, as in Gray’s case, to depart for the 
“ springs,” Irquiry at the office of the Chief 
this forencOD, however, resulted in the dis­ 
covery that if any tuch arrest was contem­ 
plated the police had uot been taken into the 
secret. Assistant Attorney-Genera! Marshall 
was not to bs found, but Controller Dunn 
stated that the arrest of other recreant 
officials was not only contemplated, but that 
the work would be done tbis afternoon or 
ovening. The Controller refused to Btate who 
the official or officials were, on the ground 
that it would bo manifestly improper to do 
so before the preliminary proceedings were 
taken. 
Later it was ascertained that the official 
was Them»? C. Van Ness, an attorney resid­ 
ing at 610 Filbert street, and having an office 
on Kearny street, near Pine. 
Van Ness was 
Immigration Commissioner before Bunker, 
having been appointed by Irwin in 1875, and 
having occupied the office for the four suc­ 
ceeding years. I t is not known exactly what 
the charges are, but it is supposed they are 
similar to those against Bunker. 
Soon after this tumor gained circulation, 
aud at about 2 o’clock, a warrant for the 
arrest of Van Ness was placed in the hands 
of detectives Byram and Whittaker. They 
immediately proceeded to his office and served 
it. 
Van Ness remarked that he would will­ 
ingly proceed to the Station with the officers, 
but added that there was nothing in the 
charges against him. The warrant charges 
embezzlement while Van Nefs was acting as 
Immigration Commissioner.

Last July be 
lost his position as foreman joiner in the con­ 
struction department at Mare Island Navy 
Yard, which he had occupied tor twelve 
years.

Tragedy In a Brrr Saloon—Man R illed 
anil a Girl Fatally Injured. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , March 21st.—This evening 
a shooting affray occurred in a beer saloon on 
Dupont street, resulting in the death ftf Jose 
Cyprian Sanchez, a Mexican, and the prob­ 
able fatal wounding of a young girl named 
Clara A Rsonii. 
The girl is aged 18 years, 
and formerly resided with her parents in 
Portland, Or. She had been employed for 
tbe past two months at tbe saloon in the ca­ 
pacity of a waitress. From a statement 
made by Mi-s Remix sfter the shooting, it 
appears that there had been very intimate re­ 
lations between herself and Sarchez for the 
past nine months. She stated that Sanchez 
was her husband, or was shortly to be. 
Sanchez, it appears, was very jealous, and to 
that fact alone the tragedy is attributable. 
This evening Sancatz entered the saloon 
where the girl is employed, and said to her, 
“ I want yon to leave this place.” She said, 
“ All right, but give me time to get my 
clothes.” She started to the back end of the 
ealoon to get her c'oik, when 8anch<z drew 
a pistol and commenced to shoot at her. She 
cried out, “ Oh 1 don’t shoot me !’’ The first 
Bhot took effect in her left hand, and the

second shot struck the girl in the back, 
and ranging forward 
came out at the 
breast. Just as Sanchez fired the third 
shot she fell to the floor and the ball missed 
itg aim. The barkenp?r, who had witnessed 
the shooting, shouted to Sanchez, “ Stop that 
firing 1 ” but the latter paid no heed to the 
command. 
Turning the smoking muzzle 
against his left breast he fired a fourth shot, 
the ball passing directly through his heart, 
killing him instantly. 
The girl was removed 
to the Receiving Hospital,where she now lies 
in a very critical condition. 
Her wounds are 
not necessarily fatal, but are regarded as 
very serious. Nothing is known of the ante­ 
cedents of Sanchez. 
Suicide w ith Strychnine. 
San F rancisco, March 21st.—Geo. Ellas 
took a dose of strychnine this afternoon while 
in a fit of despondency. He wa < removed to 
the receiving hospital, and after suffering 
most horribly for several honrs died to-night. 
He claimed that family troubles drove him to 
commit the act.

Attem pt of a Young Girl to Avenge a 
Brutal Outrage, 
Los A n g e le s , March 21st.—A sensational 
shpotir g affair cccurred in ths postoffioe this 
morning. Ahout half-past 10, when the ves­ 
tibule of tie ifiice was crowded with people, 
a young girl entered, and going up behind a 
man named Andrew Hay, who was leaning 
on a desk at the side of I he room, she delib­ 
erately pointed a pistol at his head, the muz­ 
zle of. the weapon almost touching his head, 
and fired, the ball striking and glancing. She 
turned as if to leave, but immediately turned 
back and fired again, tu t without effsct. The 
man, who at that time had turned, ran away, 
the girl following, pistol in band. 
Sbe was 
intercepted and her pistol taken from her by 
a byBtander, and she Was turned over to the 
police. Had the ball struck the intended vic­ 
tim an inch lower dcwD, it would have ended 
his earthly career. 
As it is, the only injury 
was a sli¿ht scalp wound. The girl, whose 
name is Ella Barrows, lived iu the family of 
Hay, about eight miles west of the city. 
She 
stated in an interview that hav­ 
ing 
business 
in 
the 
city 
Bhe 
was 
driven in by Hay cn the 7th inst. They 
started back about dark, and when half-way 
home, near the residence of ex-Senatcr Cole, 
sbe noticed that Hay was off the road, and 
called his attention to it. 
He replied that it 
was nearer across the fields. 
After driving 
some distance, he got out of the wagon, os­ 
tensibly to fix the harness, and returning he 
entered by the rear end and dragged her to 
tbe ground, when he covered her face with a 
handkerchief saturated with some drug and 
violated her person. 
He then assisted her 
into the wagon and drove home, warning her 
not to say anything, as it would ruin her 
reputation. 
She was greatly prostrated, and 
was not able to go home to her parents until 
ths following Sunday, when she told the terri­ 
ble Btory. A physician was consulted, who 
said the girl was suffering from the effects of 
ether. The girls has keen at heme since in a 
distressed condition. To-day she attempted 
to redress her wrongs as above noted. 
The 
sympathy of the people is entirely with the 
girl. She is respectably connected, between 
16 and 17 years old, and always bore a good 
character. 
Tire Forest City Conflagration.

THE MiDAQASCAN EMBASSY. 
The Malagasy Embassy to the United 
States, and bow in this country, is not 
understood by very many, and a good deal 
of ill-timed mirth has been indulged in at 
its expense. 
Madagascar is an island 
about the size of the State of Texas. Of 
its imports one-third are from the United 
States, and one-fifth of its exports come 
to this country. The population is about 
5,000,000. The people incline to American 
habits as they advance in civilization, and 
their monetary unit of value is the Amer­ 
ican dollar. They wish to deal more 
largely with the United States, and enter­ 
tain a fear of French domination. Mada­ 
gascar produces rice, tobacco, sugar, silk, 
cottoD, indigo and various spices ; cocoa- 
nuts, bread-fruit, plantains, yams, and a 
variety of tropical fruits. The introduc­ 
tion of the coffee plant has been attended 
with success. 
Cattle, sheep, pigs and 
poultry are largely raised. Several rare and 
rich woods grow abundantly. The domi­ 
nant tribe is that of the Hovas, bat most 
of the tribes are practically independent. 
The people are of two great divisions, the 
black and the olive, the latter living on the 
east and the former on the west slope. 
The Hovas are of the light olive, fair, 
finely formed, with straight hair and hazel 
eyes. The Sakalavas are, physically, the 
finest tribe in Madagascar—tall, robust, 
muscular, stroog, with regular features, 
dark eyes and black, glossy hair. They 
are courageous and resolute, friendly to 
Europeans and desirous of attaining to 
civilizad habits, having strong mental pow­ 
ers and being very quick to karn. Various 
superstitions prevail among the tribes, of a 
more or les3 barbarous character. The 
Hovas have adopted Christianity and aban­ 
doned most of their heathen customs. 
Slavery exists on the island to some ex­ 
tent. 
The people are temperate, and 
drunkenness is almost unknown. 
The 
Madagascans have no recorded history 
among them, and it is not believed any of 
the tribes now on the island were its prim­ 
itive inhabitants. As early as 1542 the 
French attempted to possess the island. 
In 1744 the Hungarians failed in an effort 
to conquer the people. In 1817 the Hovas 
treated with the English, and by their aid 
subdued the whole island. In 1818 the 
English missionaries went in, and Chris­ 
tianity began to Bpread, but in 1835, on 
the death of King Radama, who was just, 
humane, and loved the arts of civilization, 
the schools were closed and the mission­ 
aries driven out. Trouble with the French 
and English ended in their expulsion, but 
finally in a re-establishment of commercial 
relations with England in 1853. Through 
a French conspiracy in 1857 to possess the 
island, a new persecution began, and 2,000 
persons were put to death. In 1861 Ra­ 
dama II., a Christian prince, came to th> 
throne, who proclaimed religious tolerance 
and liberty, but he was assassinated in 


1863, and his heathen Queen assumed the 
crown. She was succeeded in a few years 
by a Christian Qneen, who lent her power 
to advance civilization and encourage edu­ 
cation and tolerant ideas. She set up 
printing presses, established a large num­ 
ber of echools, and now the Christian pop­ 
ulation is 300,000, 60,000 beiDg church 
members, and of these 10,000 are Catho­ 
lics. The Malagasy language belongs to 
the Malayo-Polynesian family. This is the 
people who have sent to us an Embassy, 
with the hope of bringing about closer 
friendly and commercial relations between 
the semi-barbarous tribes of the island and 
the American republic, and concerning 
whom there has been so much idle sport 
made by the would-fce witty press. The 
Embassy in its address to President Ar­ 
thur last week spoke of the fears enter­ 
tained that France would attempt to con­ 
trol the island, and the Chief Embassador, 
Ravoninahitrimarivo, in the course of a 
very feeling speech said : “ The French 
seek to pluck us up as tares because we 
will not grant them greater privileges than 
those which other nations are contented to 
receive. * * If the policy of France be 
the outcome of the white men’s civiliza­ 
tion, then it were better for us to remain 
in ignorance. * * Aud so we trust that 
the Christian hearts of this great republic 
will oppose with all their strength the out­ 
rage with which we are threatened.”

BATTLE CBIES WANTED. 
The Eastern press íb engaged in divining 
wbat the issues of the campaign of 18S4 
will be. That the Democracy ie bard put 
for fighting issues with which to engage its 
old-time enemy is quite certain. It cannot 
claim to have been the only parent of civil 
service reform measures ; it cannot claim 
the sole credit for reduced taxation and 
revenue reform, for the Republicans insist 
that they effected a reduction of §75,000,­ 
000. 
The Republicans have corrected 
abuses in their own ranks; have prose­ 
cuted the star route thieves, and have stood 
up in defiance of the threats and power of 
the whisky riag. After paying off §1S6,- 
575,000 
for pensions and §24,000,000 of 
debt that the Democracy refused to pay 
though justly bound to pay, the cost of the 
Government was not greater, according to 
the figures of the New York Tribune, which 
challenges their contradiction, under the 
Republican, than the preceding Demo­ 
cratic Congress. What, then, asks the 
Tribune and the Post and the Times 
and other leaders, in chorus, “ has the 
Democracy to fight over in the campaign 
of 1884 !” To those of us on these distant 
shores, removed so far from the atmos­ 
phere of New York and Washington, the 
answer seems simple enough—“ office,” 
But the Tribune is unwilling to believe 
that any party will go into ths campaign 
upon so low a plane and with so little 
powder in the box. The Tribune should 
know that party better. What else has it 
to fight for? Perhaps we might add that 
it can promise economy; promises are 
cheap, and very largely make up campaign 
ammunition. Both parties are divided as 
to the tariff question ; there is no longer 
any issue as to Southern affairs ; there is 
little outside of the tariff question in the 
past worth a new struggle; the anti-mc- 
nopoly party, so called, will cut no figure 
in the campaign to seriously trouble either 
party ; and so it seems to us that there will 
benothiDghut “ past records ” of the party 
for the Republicans, and “ promises and 
office ” for the Democracy in the campaign 
of 1884.

ORGANIZE A BRANCH. 
It is now probable that in a very short 
time the bequest of James Lick to the 
San Francisco Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, and which amounts 
to §10,000, will be paid over. The San 
Francisco Society when founded, some 
thirteen years ago, was the subject of all 
kinds of ridicule, and was forced to endure 
assault, abuse and the sneers of the press. 
Bat its founders held their own, and to­ 
day it is one of the most successful and re­ 
spected institutions of the metropolis. 
The donor, in giving the §10,000, expressed 
the hope that the gift would enable the So- 
city to establish branch associations in 
every city and considerable town in the 
State. It is to be hoped that an organiza­ 
tion will be had here. There are not many 
cases of inhumanity in Sacramento the 
year round, but there are some, and be­ 
sides the very existence of such a Society 
is beneficial, as its mission is not only to 
punish for cruelty, but to teach the young 
to be merciful and gentle to domestic ani­ 
mals, and to cultivate those sentiments of 
sensibility and kindness which go so far 
toward the formation of character and so 
greatly influence men in their conduct to­ 
ward each other. 


EVERYWHERE THS SAMS. 
The crack of the party whip is every­ 
where the same. In California partisan­ 
ship seated and unseated men in the late 
Legislature with small regard for the pro­ 
prieties. In the New York Legislature, on 
the 8th instant, the Assemblyman’elect 
from the Thirteenth District, the man 
chosen by the voters of that district by a 
large majority—a Mr. Sprague—was re­ 
fused his seat by a party vote. The title 
of the man to the place was demonstrated; 
no intelligent man can read the testimony 
fin the case and arrive at any other con­ 
clusion ; the Committee on Elections, by a 
majority report, so certified ; yet the Dem­ 
ocratic party cracked the party lash and 
laid it upon the shoulders of the slaves, 
and Sprague was “ fired out.” As one of 
the New York dailies puts it, “ Nothing 
more scandaions and indecent was ever 
perpetrated, even in the rotten days of 
Tweed.” 


Tus anti-monopoly issue does not receive much 
encouragement in the South. Tie Vicksburg Her­ 
ald says that that section is “ not suffering from 
other causes, ana our portion of the country needs 
development by railways and an increase of thrifty 
immigration.*’ 
It adds further: “ Much citch- 
taik can be indulged In against the National banks, 
but we firmly believe this country enjoys the best 
banking system in the world. We do not say the 
system will not or cannot be improved, but *c do 
say there are no grounds for an Anti-Monopoly 
party to attack it. 
Any person or persons, with 
sufficient money, may engage in it, and as National 
banks 9erve and represent the thousands of different 
industries and interests in the country, they do not 
possess a single monopolistic feature.” 
Tup. proposition is to be submitted to the people 
of San Francisco to issue 8500,000 worth of bonds, 
payante in twenty y ears. It is a doubtful policy. A 
city free from debt is vastly different from one 
charged with that incumbrance. San Francisco's 
purse is short now some $200,000. To pay that, and 
hare enough to live upon (or a half year, she pro­ 
proposes to borrow $500,000, that with interest will 
amount to nearly $1,000,000 befare it is paid. It 
would be better to economize and pinch a little 
longer and a little more, than to issue the bonds. 
In New York city there is a deep and widespread 
agitation concerning excise reform. Mayor Edson 
has promised to nominate men for Excise Commis­ 
sioners who will enforce the law and compel saloons 
to close np that have no licenses, or that cannot 
procure a citizens’ petition for their continuance in 
business. Several meetings of business men have 
been held on this subject. 
Tennessee has done well to abolih public execu. 
lions. The only wonder is that she did not do so 
long ago. 
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DOMESTIC NEW S. 
The SUr Route Trini—Brady Still Under 
Examination. 
WASHINGTON, March 21st —In tte star 
route trial to-day, Judge AYjlie decided that 
a qu«tion might be tsked whether or not 
Brady bad given the Frico drafts to Walsh. 
An exception was noted, and General Brady 
tliea tock the stand, when the question was re­ 
iterated. He said : “ I never ?iw this paper, 
Mr. Blue, until lose Friday. I never gave it 
to Walsh.” Another draft was presented to 
witnesp, who returned the same answer. 
Bliss inquired wbat was the par value of the 
Chattanooga stnek I hat witness sought to bor­ 
row from \Valth. Objection was made. 
Bliss explained that ha wished to show the 
nature ef the relation between Walsh and 
Brvdy; that the latter sought to borrow 
§30,000 worth of stock without security. 
Witness said the par value of the stock was 
§30,000, but its selling value was from 
§20.000 fo §24.000. Walsh bought the stock 
in the i ffiee of Foots & H •.'.eh, giving a check 
upon Winslow, Lmier & Co. 
Bliss produced a check, but witness said he 
had not seen the check drawn by Walsh. 
When asked why ha tried to borrow the 
stock, witness said hi3 purpose was to con­ 
trol the clock and also use it aa security in 
other operations. 
Bliss asked if he had notin any way sought 
to borrow the equivalent cf §24 000 in cash. 
Witness answered in the cffirmative, Ob­ 
jection was overruled to the question as to 
how much Chat.tar.ooga stock witnses pos- 
re??ed. He said he probably had mora thin 
30,000 full shares ; never attempted any other 
money or stock transactions with Walsh. 
The latter’s suit agaiDst witness is still pend­ 
ing in the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court. Walsh never made any demand for 
money upon him, except through his attor- 
r eys. He sent a letter of that kind to 
Colonel Gotten, Brady’s counsel, in May er 
June, 1881, afier witness had left the Depart­ 
ment. 
After i rJering an adjournment from Thurs­ 
day untii Monday, on account of Good Fri­ 
day, a recess was taken. 
When the Court reassembled, Bliss an­ 
nounced that he had no more questions to 
put to Brady, and Wilson then be an the re­ 
direct exsmiration, which brought out 
nothing of importance. 
General Wilii-um T. Sherman was then 
called and examined by Icgersoll. Ho iden­ 
tified a petition connected with the Rawlins 
and White river route as besrln? his indorse­ 
ment, and described the condition of the 
country through which the route ran, and his 
reasons for indorsing the petition. 
Representative Horace F. Page, of Cali­ 
fornia, was called, but aid not respond, and 
the Court adjourned. 
Tíre lía vers tick-Con kli ng Tragedy. 
N ew Y ork, March 21st.—Ths brokers at 
the Mioirg Exchange, through a committee 
appointed yesterday, drafted resolutions of 
regret and condolence over the untimely end 
of Haverslick, which were adopted this after­ 
noon. 
A brother of dec-rased arrived to-day from 
Pennsylvania to take charge of ths remains, 
w! ich will p’obably be bivi-rd there. 
While not disposed to talk much of the 
shooting, thero is an under-current of opinion 
that the particulars are not. and probably 
will not be fuiler knowr. It is thought by 
some, who knew Haverstick’s relations with 
M'S. Uhler while living, that there wera 
many circumstances which would, if known, 
somewhat mitigate the presen! harshness of 
the public judgment. It is stated that Haver- 
sticfc was not notably a “ fast” or licentious 
man, and the story of his luxurious style of 
living is absurd, as well as many other sensa­ 
tional accounts of the affair. 
Following are the resolutions adopted 
Whereas, The members of the New York Mining 
Stock Exchange, having heard of tbo death of W. 
II. Haverstiek with ; ain and regret: 
Hanoi red, That they sadly bear testimony to the 
ability and integrity of Haverstiek as a business 
man, and to hi3 uniform kindness and courtesy to 
his fellow members of the fe xebange. 
Resolved, That the sudden and tragic death of 
their fellow-member should not only remind them 
of tho uncertainty of life, but should impress on the 
minds of all with terrible solemnity the obligation 
to so live that when death shall come they may 
s and in the sight of God and before men without 
fear and without reproach. 
Resolved, That the tenderest sympathy of this 
Exchange be tendered to the aged mother and other 
members ot the family of deceased. 
The Times' details of the Haverstiek trag­ 
edy state that lateiy Haveratick has been in 
partnership with his brother, S. A. Haver- 
stick, who lives in Pennsylvania. Uhler has 
an office in the Mills building, but has not 
done much business of late. Members of the 
Mining Exchange spoke very highly of Hav- 
erstick. though they are inclined to the gen­ 
eral opinion that the shooting was something 
to have been expected under the circum­ 
stances. A coinmitte 3 was appointed to take 
charge of his contracts, a memoranda of 
which were found ia the room where he wa3 
killed. He had bsen on the iljor of the Ex­ 
change Monday ur.lil 5 o’clcck, and had done 
a great deal of business. " He was,” a 
broker Faid yesterday, “ all right on tbs mar­ 
ket. He was short of mining stocks, aud so 
hi3 contracts are all good.” Another commit­ 
tee was appointed to draw up a set of res >lu- 
lions to be sent to Haverstick’s mother in San 
Francisco. 
The Herald says that Uhler, before the 
separation, one evening found that his wifs 
had bsen awRy for hours. He met her at the 
door and when she attemptsd to enter lie 
said, “ Where have you been ? ’ 
“ None of your business ; let me pass.” 
“ No; I waut to know where you have 
been ?” 
“ You bar me out cf the house, then ? ’ 
“ I want to know where you have been ? ’ 
“ I have bsen shopping at several stores.” 
This refusal on his part to permit her to 
enter until she had told him where she had 
been she construed, he alleges, into a refusal 
to further support her, and cn it she based 
the charge of abandonmen". Shortly after 
this Mrs. Uhler left her husband's hcuse and 
went to live with Haverstiek. The children 
were sent by Uhler to his parents. August 
3Cth, Uhler brought suit iu the Superior 
Court for §25,000 damages again! Haverstiek 
for his action in the matter. 
The request on the bocyof William H. 
Haverstiek waa resumed this morning. Sev­ 
eral witnesses wera examined, but no new 
facts elicited Mrs. Uhler, sister of Conkling, 
is still in the hospital suffering from nervous 
prostration, and was unable to be present.

The Financial Outlook. 
New York, March 21st.—The Public will 
say to-morrow: The general tenor of ex­ 
changes is s'eadily improving, both at New 
York and elsewhere. Thero is a better Btate 
of things than appeared last week, though 
the money market has been tight. The mar­ 
ket value of shares «old is §577,485,800 for 
last week, again -1 8572,005,801 in 1882, and 
§571.322 Oil in 1881. It is long since the 
payments at New York, not r,rising from 
stick operations, have shown any increase in 
comparisou with these previous years. On 
the other hand, the improvement in compar­ 
ative exchanges outside of New York contin­ 
ues, and tne rate of increase recorded for last 
week (3 per cent ) ia the highest for thirteen 
weeks. There is strong evidence of a more 
healthy condition of business, though it is 
well not to forget that at several paints spec­ 
ulation in products has largely taken the 
place of tptculntion in stocks. Whether the 
improvement, which has thus far been real 
and substantial, but not cf the sort to bear 
expansion into a “ boom,” is to last for any 
time, must piobably depend mainly upon the 
speculative fraternity. 
Train Robber* Confess. 
Ozark (Ark.), March 21«t—The Johnson 
brothers, two of the Little Rock and Fort 
Smith train robbers, jailed here, have con­ 
fessed their crime. Gecrge Johnson said the 
perty was organized at Mrs. Herm’s, bnt the 
plan was not entirely completed then. It 
was the understanding that a train on the 
Little Rock end Fort Smith Railroad was to 
be captured and robbed, and they adjourned 
to meet at Mulberry, where the plan of op­ 
erations was formed in the woods near town. 
The intention was not to kill anyone except 
in selt-defecse, and avoid bloodshed unless it 
was absolutely necsaeary. The shooting was 
done under excitement, and was entirely un­ 
necessary. Jim Herndon, who was captured 
this morning near Huntsville, Madison coun­ 
ty, fired the shot that kitled Conductor Caine. 
Herndon went to McDonald, one of the gang, 
to tell him to stop shooting, but McDonald 
shot at him, supposing that he was a passen­ 
ger, when Jim shot McDonald in the face. 
The original plan was to capture Caine and 
’ roS the passengers. Johnson is an ex-Federal 
soldier, and is now drawing a Government 
pension. 
A Girl-Roy. 
St. XiOffis, May 21st.—Last night a lad ap­ 
parently 16 years old, hurt on an incoming 
train, was taken to the hospital, where he wa¡ 


discovered to be a woman. She says her 
name ie Mary Gleck, and her home is in St. 
Louie. She has worn maie attire sicce she 
was 8 years old, and worked as a common 
laborer. She believes herself cf the neuter 
gender. She went by the name of John Pax­ 
ton. A eh it time ago she donned woman’s 
clothes, and w..s arrested and fined for mas­ 
querading. 
Fatal Accident at a Rolling Mill. 
Cleveland, M?rch 21st.—In constquenca 
of an accident to the hydraulic apparatus in 
the Cleveland Roiling Mill Company’s Bes­ 
semer Steel Woiks, a huge converter, con­ 
taining several tons of melted metal, was 
overturned this morciog, spilling tho con­ 
tents into n pit. The hot melted ore, striking 
the Band, exploded with vieiecco and scat­ 
tered widely, fatally burning Patrick Foley 
and another workm-zn (the lsttsr was bo dis­ 
figured ihat he has not yet been identified), 
and badly scalding a dozen others.

Two of the Defendants Discharged— Ex- 
theriff Baiun on the .Stand—A Sacra­ 
mento Witness who will Appear this 
Morning. 
The examination cf the alleged murderers 
of John E. Maltby in Woodland may yet 
; throw some light on the disappearance of 
Maltby and may result in bringing the per­ 
petrators of the crime to justice. H . A. 
Hornleir, of the Central House in this city, 
will go to Woodland on the train this morn­ 
ing to testify in the case. His evidence, if 
Admitted, will be that Sfcot.-r.berg was in Sac­ 
ramento about two months ago, and there 
told Hornlein that the man Harris had com­ 
mitted a murder ; that he had seen the mur­ 
der c -mmitted; that Slotenberg said to tell 
an7 officers who might inquire for Hsniti that 
he had gone to Grass Valley, but bo added, 
*• Harris is now in Sacramento.” Hornlein 
says he thinks the date on which Sroten- 
berg wi3 here was January 14ib. 
When the Court opened yesterday morning a 
motion was made by Mr. Lambert, of coun­ 
sel for deicc.-e, that George Rahm and Au­ 
gustus Appleby be discharged, as not one 
particle of evidence had been adduced by the 
prosecution tending to show that they were 
at all implicated in the death of Maltby, 
The Court ordered that they be discharged, 
and the examination of witnesses for the de­ 
fense was continued. 
C. P. Sprague testified : Am a lawyer ; 
reside in Woodland ; was attorney for Sieele 
in his case against his creditors; Carey 
Barney was assignee in the case ; there came 
into his hands, as assignee, between $700 and 
$800; Craig and I each got half cf it from 
Maltby in the Sheriff’s office since Rshm was 
Sheriff; I do not know where he got it, but 
he produced it without leavirg the room; 
know of a deposit beirg made oi some $2,500 
with deceased as Under Sheriff to redeem a 
certain sale [this was the same sale men­ 
tioned by witness Sanderson yesterday]; 
Maltby, Copp and witness were then present. 
A t a few minutes past 9 o’clock defendant 
Frank liabm took the witness stand and tes­ 
tified : I have resided here since 1857 ; wns 
Sheriff from March, 1S80, to January, 1883; 
deceased was my Under Sheriff up to tho 
time r 4 his death; during the latter part of 
his term he was much dissipated, and while 
on sprees he would not ba much missed from 
tbe office, because there was not much busi­ 
ness ; sometimes he would absent himself f or 
three or four days. On March 3, 18S2, de­ 
ceased was so mnch intoxicated be was r-bsc- 
lutely helpless; I saw him in Jesse Walters’ 
saloon in that condition; Mr. Keane, th3 
Treasurer, John Powers and I took him 
home ; next day he was about town and in 
the 
evening 
he 
went to 
Hacratnento. 
I 
made 
one 
er 
two 
license 
eettle- 
meats 
when 
he neglected 
it, but 
I 
did 
not 
make 
any 
entries 
in 
the 
books. 
Our feelings were mutually friendly. 
After he came from Sacramento. March 0. 
1882, we had a talk about his dissipation ; I 
said, “ J. hr, I have intended for a long time 
to talk with you about your dissipation, as a 
f r i e n d ho said, “ All right, I surely con­ 
sider you a friend 
I told him cf different 
times I knew be had been intoxicated, told 
him rf my uneasiness about business matters 
when he was in such condition, and pf cer­ 
tain false rumors concerning me, occasioned 
by his visiting disreputable houses and being 
introduced as Sheriff Maltby thero ; I found 
January and February licen-ra unsettled, and 
I made out the statement and settled them up 
myself, thinking this would be a rebuka to 
him ; I started to go to the Auditor’s office, 
and met him and w : w eut into thdTressurer’a 
office together ; Smith said D.-cember had not 
been made yet, while the entries in the license 
book shows an entiy by deceased that it had 
been mada about 
a 
month previously; 
so I made the settlement for the three 
months on March 4, 1881. On going to the 
sack where the license money was kept, I 
found it §639 20 short of what should have 
been there ; so I paid the amount out of my 
own money. I called his attention to this false 
entry, and his only reply was, “ I know it 
was not settled, but I intended to do it.” 
After I found this iicenae shortage, I exam­ 
ined the tax account, and found it short. 
I 
asked him about wheie this shortage money 
was. 
He eaid, “ I t is in the cash box.” I 
aeked whero a sack of §2,577 on special de­ 
posit with the Treasurer was ? He said ifc be­ 
longed in the carh box, and thet seme c f it 
was redemption money. 
1 took this special 
deposit sack and deposited it in the bank, but 
told him nothing about it. I asked him if 
he had ever used county nsoney’for his own 
purposes. He said, “ No, sir.” I said, “ If 
there 
is, 
tell 
me, and I 
will 
help 
make it good and do m e shall ever know it.” 
He gave me bis band and promised that all 
ahouid be right, but he did not admit that 
anything was wrong in the financial depart­ 
ment, sna from that time he did better—no 
more dissipation for the next twenty days. 
On the 23 I of March I came up to the office ; 
told John he would need the money I had de­ 
posited to make his tax settlement; he said 
ail right, and I went off. This was the first 
time he knew I had taken it. I went off to 
make an attachment, and was detained until 
next day ; in the efiernoon I got home and 
the tax settlement had not yet bceu made. I 
asked for the certificate; he said “ It is in 
the fee sack; but no matter, we can turn it in 
as cssh.” He quit work early, paying he 
would finish it; on Saturday. He did not get 
up until about 11 o'clock, and I said to Ap­ 
pleby, “ Maltby must Lavo been up late;” 
Appleby said “ Do not think he took i if his 
clothes lost night.” This was tbe first time 
I ktew anything was wrong with h;m since 
cur talk ; that day claims ¡or the attached 
properly came they saw Maltby and be said 
it was all iic h t; they came to u:e cud told 
ir. 
so; I went up street and looked for 
Malttiy ; found him in the Es change Saloon ; 
asked him if he had written the order; he 
said. “ No ; ” I said. “ Had we not b3tter get 
i t ? ” he sa i-, “ I guess we h a d ; ” he bad a 
wild look, like a man that had not slept, bnt 
seemed to ba all tig h t; I saw Colonel Hard­ 
ing, got su order to rebase, and went to the 
office and waited for M altby; he did not 
come for some time, bo I fixed up the business 
myself; these gentlemen and I went down 
town and we met M altby; ho took a cigar 
with us, and walked cff abruptly and joined 
in a game of pedro; this was toe last I saw 
of him on Saturday ; this was half past 3 or 
4 o’clock ; I next saw deceased about 7 o’clock 
Sunday evening, near the Capital H otel; I 
thought he came to the Court-house; I bood 
followed him, but he was not there ; I after­ 
wards learned he went to Powers’ saloon ; I 
went home, 
stayed with 
the 
children 
awhile, 
and 
came 
back 
to 
tbe 
of­ 
fice and stayed until nearly 12 o’clock; 
never saw deceased any more alive; be had 
on a heavy dark drees-C03t; I staid there so 
late because I thought Maltby had got to 
drinking, and thought I would st&y until he 
cama ; he did not come, and a few minutes 
before midnight 1 took the cash box and 
money, went home and went to bed ; awoke 
abont ten minutes before 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and got up and came over to the 
Conrt-house ; I saw the light in John’s room ; 
he always left a l’ght burning brightly; this 
made me feel uneasy; it was a very cold 
night; quite a gale was blowing ; went up to 
the bank corner; saw Coulter, the watch­ 
man ; I remarked in_ his presence to John 
Moore, after j 'king him a little, that I had 
been up to Black’s, or had been to ranch; 
we had a drink, aDd I went up Main street 
to the street which goes directly home, and 
followed that street heme; I saw Maltby ’a 
light as I went home ; I was not at Powers’ 
saloon, and went into no ether saloon that 
da y; the reason I did not go there was 
because 
this was 
about 
ths time the 
Supreme Court had decided the Sunday law, 
and I expected an attem pt would be made 
here to enforce it, and I did not wish to be a 
witness. After I returned home I went to 
bed, and did not get up again until my wife 
wakened m e; the reason I felt uneasy was 
because I had the prisoners in j ail cn my 
hands, and tesred if Maltby was away there 
might be an escape ; on Monday I asked for 
M altby; Appleby ssid, “ He has not been 
here, and his bed has not been slept in. and 
bis drees coat is here.” His light was turned 
out when hs [Appleby] came to the office that 
day ; I looked and found it so ; supposed he 
would not bs fit to work, so I went to work 
to fix up the tax settlem ent; we worked at it 
several days; the Auditor tot k two or three 
days to arrange about it. [Witness made a 
statement concerning a receipt for some $200, 
where deceased bad made a collection and 
ifsued a receipt and 
afterwards denied 
all 
knowledge 
of 
it, 
and 
gave 
his 
reasons 
for 
thinking 
deceased had in­ 
tentionally 
forgotten 
the 
transaction ] 
When I settled the 1880 taxes I raised all the 
money I could of my own, and borrowed 
$1,200 of Mr. Woodward, to make deficiency 
good. I bad to do this, because the money 
in the special deposit sack contained $2,577 
of 
money 
disposited 
for 
redemption, 
and 
when I 
learned 
this I 
had to 
raise this money to make my settlement, and 
I did not use over $2,100. During this week 
a number of appraisers aeked for Maltby, 
and I always gave them an evasive answer. 
I thought Maltby was at the houses of pros­ 
titution, and I did not wish to tell them. I 
had often done this before, to prevent his 
shortcomings from becoming public. 
The 
firet I knew that ]John was not where I sup­ 
posed was on Thursday after he disappeared, 
I thensnppoeedhe had gone to San Francieco. 
I remember meeting McGee; George Rahm 
sometimes got dinnk, and when he did he 
got good and drunk ; I need to lock him up 
to take care of him; on Tuesday night I 
found him in a saloon and had locked him 
up, and Appleby let him cnt, and I was 
huntin? him up again, as I knew be was not 
fit to be o u t; while I was at this I mat Mc­ 
Gee and asked him to ride ; during the week 
W9 wanted oysters; it may have been Friday 
Fvsnicg 1 went down to Jury’* ; asked Mrs. 
Jury to send some oysters up to the office; 
she Baid efie was tired and did net want to 


open them, and she had no one to send, and 
by and by she said, “ A ie they for Maltby ?” 
I eaid, “ Y es;” I knew I could get them 
ther, and had said that before when I wanted 
“ good o y s t e r s I told Mr. Keane, when he 
wanted oysters seat up, to tell them sc, and 
he wonld be sure to get them ; the oysters, so 
far as I know, were never brought. 
The Court here took a recess until 1:30 p. jr. 
A t that hour defendant took the stand and 
continue 1: Mr. Garroutto first informed me 
of the finding of Maltby’d body; I hurried 
home, hitched up my hciss and went dowu 
with Gsrrout’e ; found a number cf people 
there; they started away just as we came. I 
took a look at the body, and recognized it as 
M altby; be bad a patched place on his 
paa*s ; I taw this when they took his over­ 
coat off. His funeral was next day; he was 
; a Mason, and the Masons here requested me 
to telegraph to his lodge at Vallejo, and to 
several gentlemen who were his friends and 
who might want to come, and I did so. I 
believed he committed suicide. Had sus­ 
picions that he was a defaulter wheu tbe 
Coroner's inquest was held, but did not tali 
about it because friends advised me not to ; 
when the Grand Jury mot I requested tbe 
foreman to investigate the m atter; at this 
time I heard of insinuations agairst me and 
I wished it investigated; I made a similar 
request in writing of the next Grand Jury; 
they made cn investigation that amounted to 
anything; I heard cf the statement of Sto- 
tecberg about a week prior to the time of my 
arrest; I talked with several parsons about 
i t ; I told my wife about i t ; the day of my 
arrest I had been at home all the morning at 
work; in the afternoon I came to town ; saw 
Arlington and Jackson ; went heme and re­ 
mained all evening until the tima or rwy ar­ 
rest; Mr. Lawson came and said, “ Frank, 
they have sent ms after you 
I said, “ For 
what? the murder of M altby?” ha said, 
"Y e s;” Í said, “ My God, Lawson, you 
don’t believe me guilty, do you?” fliers the 
witness was told not to give th« balance of 
that conversation and ceased.] While I was 
Sheriff I never used for my own purpose any 
moroy belonging to Yolo county or this State ; 
don’t know that deceased ever had any money 
in the safe in my office. 
Cross-examination : 
Knew deceaeed 
eb 
Under Sheriff under Sheriff Barney, but was 
not much acquainted with him until he came 
into my office : never knew of his dissipation 
until during 1881; I know it pretty much ail 
that year ; his dissipation consisted in getting 
drunk and absenting himself from the office 
for two or three days; he did this about once 
each month ; he stayed over night frequently 
at houses of ill-fame; I did not iu-pici n h!s 
honesty; have sent for him revertí tim es; 
have several times stayed at the jail in his 
place; have several times went to see if he 
was at his room at 3 or 4 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing ; don’t know exact dates r f these occa­ 
sions ; don’t know any one who bsw me on 
such occasions ; have seen him very drunk on 
several occasions, but never saw him halpleBS 
hut once ; never gave him any serious talking 
to except on March G. 1882, about his dtfalca- 
tions ; did not speak to him before because I 
did not know certainly of anything wrong, 
although I several times thought I would ; 
there was no particular rer.sons that bound 
him to m e; I employed him because I 
thought he was a competent man ; notwith­ 
standing ray discovery of several ot his irreg­ 
ularities before he disappeared, I felt no bad 
feeling against him ; he said it was neglect, 
but I dir* not believe it was altogether nec- 
le ct; believed something wa3 wrong, and 
that is why I took the $2,577 eut of the 
treasury and put it into the bank. 
The witness was Btill under cross-examina­ 
tion when the Court adjourned. 


THE MOYNIHAN MYSTERY. 


BRIEF NOTES. 


Yesterday morniDg, before Judge Henry, 
the examination of James Taylor and John 
Mehanny for the murder of Michael Moyni- 
han was resumed. 
R. H. Babbitt, a Deputy Sheriff iu 1869, 
testified that Lucey gave him [a warrant, 
signed by Judga Foote, for the arrest of Tay­ 
lor, Brown aud McCormick on a charge of 
assault and battery. He could Dot find tbe 
men in this city, and he went to San Fran­ 
cisco, and BtayeJ a week in searching for 
them, lie said the object was to get the men 
into Court and have the matter investigated. 
Michael Taney, who resided next door to 
Kenny & Lucey’a saloon in 1869, testified that 
he was one of the party who were playing 
cards in the saloon on tho ni htof the row. 
His testimony was a corroboration of the evi­ 
dence given by others on the day before. 
Mrs. Roddy McGrath was the next wit­ 
ness, but she was a very unwilling one, and 
but little ws3 learned from her. She washed 
a linen duster, which had some blood on it, 
for BrowD, about the time of the alleged 
murder. 
Roddy McGrath, another one of the card 
party at Kenny & Lucey's saloor, was sworn, 
and corroborated the testimony ot others who 
hal previously testified. 
Tim Sweeney testified that he won corning 
up L street a number of years ago, and heard 
some one on the opposite side ot the street 
say, “ For Gcd’s sake, don’t kill me.” He 
was not positive, but be thought it wab about 
the time Moynihan disappeared. He had 
told John Kiernan about the cccurrcncp, aud 
later in the day Kiernan was put on the 
stand and corroborated that portion of Sween­ 
ey’s testimony. 
Officer Carroll testified to having been 
working on the case recently, but knew noth­ 
ing pereonally of the crime. He corroborated 
Cciéf Karcher in regard to the conversation 
of defendant, Taylor, when he called at 
K srchet’a cffic?. 
. John H. Coffey testified: Know defend­ 
ants ; was living cn L street, between 
Fourth and Fifth streets, in June, 1869; 
was in Kenny’s bar-room when the row oc­ 
curred thats Saturday n ig h t; when the men 
ceme cut they went up the east tide of Fourth 
street; thought there would be trouble, so 
I followed ; saw some one struck and knocked 
into the street near the corner of Fourth and 
K ; the night was bright moonlight; Mullins 
and Donohue came away, but tbe ethers re­ 
mained awhile, but soon they came down to 
Kenny & Lucey’s store ; Taylor had blood 
on his shirt, and Brown’s coat was bloody, 
aud torn at the collar ; saw the trio together 
several times that day, always together; saw 
the three go across the levee the next day 
and stay there talking over half an hour; 
saw Taylor, Brown and 
McCormiek on 
Sunday go into a house in the alley; 
later saw them opposite Kenney’s saloo i ; 
t Id Lucey what I saw; did not see who 
struck, and do not know who was knocked 
into the street; the men did not come back 
to Ketraey’s for three-quarters of an hour 
after I saw the affair in the street; the men 
stayed together every day until Thursday, 
when Kelly, McCormick and Taylor left cn 
the steamer; Lucey bade them good-by ; had 
no conversation with them ; did not go to tbe 
place that Dight where I saw a man knocked 
off of the sidewalk; Mullins did not return 
to the saloon ; I was entirely sober; Tom 
Gilmer was with me, bnt he it dead; saw 
Lucey with the men every day until they 
left; he promised to have them arrested; 
told Lucey in Kenney’s presence, bnt the lat­ 
ter said nothing. The witners was cross­ 
examined to a considerable length, bnt was 
not shaken in his testimony. 
The letters of administration on Moyni- 
han’a estate, which had be<n issued to A. H. 
Loughborough, were submitted as evidence 
of the death of Moynihan. 
Dtfsndant Mehanny then took the stand, 
and made a plain, straighforward statement, 
in which be denied all knowledge of the af­ 
fair. There was nothing new in his testi­ 
mony. A t its conclusion his counsel made a 
motion to discharge him on t- e ground that 
there was not a particle of evidence to impli 
cats him in the alleged murder. The de­ 
fendant Mehanny was then honorably dis­ 
charged by tbe Court. 
Grove L. Johcson than made a motion to 
discharge defendant Taylor. 
D uriD g the 
ar¿ument cf this motion the Court acjournsd 
until this morning. 
I t has been learned that the bcd7 of an un­ 
known mac, on which Coroner Counts held 
an inquest on August 7, 1S69, and which wes 
supposed to have been that cf the miesicg 
Moynihan, was the remains cf some one else, 
for at the irquest it was in evidence that this 
body when found was yet warm, while Moy­ 
nihan had been missing over six weeks. 
About five years ago a man, while digging in 
the rear of a lot on L street, between Fourth 
and Fifth, came across a body which, at the 
time, was supposed to be the remains cf one 
O'Neill, who had been missing for five or six 
years. An investigation developed that it 
waB not that cf O’Neil), and without notify­ 
ing the Coroner it was covered np. This cir­ 
cumstance was learned but a day or two ago, 
and yesterday Coroner Clark, Barney Dono­ 
hue and officer Carroll were searching for 
this body. I t is now the theory of the prose­ 
cution that this is the body of MoynihaD, 
and that it was buried in the loess sand be­ 
fore the men returned to the saloon that 
eight. Tbe examination will be resumed 
this morning.

THE LATE 
PRINCE GORTSCHAKOFF, 


The recent death of I’rince GorischnkofJ 
was expected. He hud served hi* country ae 
long as his energies permitted, and when, in 
April, 1682, he retired frem the performance 
of his iabots as Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
the infirmities of old age anticipated bis early 
decease. 
Toe Prince was born J une 16, 1798. He 
was the head of a family counting St. SVladi- 
mir among its ancestors, and descended from 
the first Grand Duke of Russia. 
Gorta- 
chakoff was educa’ed at the Lyceum of the 
Zarnke-Selo, aud his first appointment was 
that of attache to Nesselrode at the Con­ 
gresses of Lxybach and Verona. He was 
Secretary of the Rossian Embassy in London 
in 1824. In 1830 he was appointed Charge 
d'Affaires at Florence, and in 1S32 was made 
a member of the Russian Legation in the 
Austrian capital. As Envoy Extraordinary 
at Stuttgart in 1841, he negotiated the mar­ 
riage of the Prince Royal of Wurtemberg 
with the Russian Grand Dnchaes Olga. He 
was Embassador at Vienna during the period 
of difficulty on the Eastern question, which 
culminated in the war begun in 1854 between 
England, Franca and Turkey on one side and 
Ruseijon the other. GortschakofPs influence 
in the councils of his country led to the treaty 
of Paris, signed March 30, 1836, whkh put an 
end to the war. He was afterwards removed 
from Vienna to became Minister of Foreign 
Affairs at home. As such, in 1S62, he refused 
Russian aid to Fiance and Ecglacd.'when 
those powers contemplated intervention in 
the American civil war. He was mudeOhan- 
cellor of the Russian Empire in 1863, the year 
of tho Polish insurrection, which was sternly 
put down, Russia ceased to hold cffieia! re­ 
lations with the Pope in 1866, as the result of 
his influence. The downfall of Napoleon III, 
gave him the opportunity, in 
October, 
1870, of announcing the intention of Russia 
not to abide by t'n9 provt-iora of the treaty of 
Paris as regarded tbs Black Sea; and the 
treaty was amended in accordance with his 
demand, in London, the next year. Tee war 
b twesn Russia and Turkey, begun in 1877, 
was a stroke of Gortschakoff’a policy which 
resulted in the triumph of the Russian arms 
and the treaty of San Stef ano. After his re­ 
tirement from office his dignities of Imperial 
f aanccilor and member of the Council of the 
Empire were continued to him.
